A Fairfax family of five was 
left homeless last night when 
a seven-room frame house at 
15 Berry trail was destroyed 
in a spectacular fire, visible 
for miles. 
A. faulty electric blanket was 
tentatively blamed today for 
the flash fire that left a black­ 
ened shambles of the hillside 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Pickens and their three chil­ 
dren. 
Fairfax Fire Chief Charles 
Thornton, who with four regu­ 
lar firemen and six volunteers 
rushed to the scene by way of 
narrow winding roads, said of 
the blaze: “It was one big ball 
of fire when we got there, 
shooting up 30 feet in the air.” 
$15,000 DAMAGE 
Thornton estimated damage 
at $15,000. to the house, plus 
all the furnishings. 
The fire was first spotted by 
7-year-old Carl Pickens, alone 
in the two-story home watch­ 
ing television. He smelled 
smoke, he told firemen, went 
downstairs to one of the bed­ 
rooms and saw the bed of his 
older brother on fire. 
Carl ran to a neighbor’s 
house to report the fire. With­ 
in minutes the building was a 
mass of flames, dearly visible 
from downtown Fairfax and 
belching brow n clouds of smoke 
into the sky which was seen as 
far away as San Rafael. 
IN RICHMOND 
Pickens, a painting contrac­ 
tor, and his wife, Leota, were in 
Richmond at the time of the 
outbreak, he later told firemen. 
They arrived in Fairfax last 
night to find their 
blackened heap. 
“We moved in only last 
July,” Pickens told the Inde- 
pendent-Journal today. “Noth­ 
ing was insured—neither the 
house nor the furnishings. 
Everything we’ve collected for 
the past 18 years is gone, even 
our clothes.” 
Pickens was unable to esti­ 
mate the total loss. 
The Pickens’ two older chil­ 
dren were in downtown Fair­ 
fax when, the blaze broke out. 
Charles, 17, was in a barber 
shop, his sister Catherine, 12, 
was waiting for him in a car 
outside, he told firemen. 
“Somebody told me, ‘Look, 


Chuck, your house is on fire’,” 
he recalled. “I thought they 
were joking.” 
Firemen unrolled four hoses 
to get at the blaze. It was 45 
minutes before it was under 
control and fi.rem.en were on 
the scene until 11 p.m. to kill 
the final embers. 
A volunteer fireman, L. Dal­ 
lara, suffered a. minor burn, on 
his left hand as he carried a 
hose past the inferno. 
H u n d r e d s of spectators 
climbed to the scene.

Mrs. Rodgers and her hus­ 
band, a retired telephone com­ 
pany engineer, own and reside 
in an apartment house at 145 
Kent avenue. Their second- 
floor apartment overlooks the 
Lax home at 147, and their out­ 
side stairway descends almost 
into their neighbors’ backyard. 
Lorna was described by Mrs. 
Rodgers as a 12-year-old who 
was normal in all but two re­ 
spects. 
“She was a little more ad­ 
venturous than most girls 
her age, and she had a klep­ 
tomania problem.

The student views were pre­ 
sented on radio station KTIM’s 
“Marin Sounding Board.” pre­ 
sided over by Kitty Oppen- 
heimer. 
Discussing' student clubs 
were Jerry Herman, student 
b o d y president; Margaret 
Mahan, student council secre­ 
tary; Thea Rama, member of 
the local chapter 
of 
Delta 
Psi Omega, national drama­ 
tic honorary society; 
Frank 
Foreman, 
member 
of the 
International Relations Club, 
and Richard Kohn, an officer 
in one of the men's service 
clubs. 
Miss Bama said she would 
“like to see the service clubs 
abolished, 
and 
the students 
buckle down, and get better 
grades.” 
Miss Mahan, a member of 
one of the five women’s ser­ 
vice clubs, dedared they “serve 
a purpose and are necessary.” 
Herman observed that if the 
clubs 
were abolished, there 


would be no organization w hich 
could take over and handle all 
the events that the clubs now 
direct. 
Miss Bama contended, “or­ 
ganizations which limit mem­ 
bership or are selective don’t 
live up to democratic ideals.” 
She said the service clubs over- j 
emphasize fun and games and 
require the use of faculty spon-1 
sors who might be better used 
in other ways. 
The clubs are 
really fraternities and sorori­ 
ties, she said. 
A reorganization of the 
clubs to permit “open mem­ 
bership” Is now under con­ 
sideration by the members, 
Miss Mahan said. 
Kohn, describing some of 
the service club activities, said 
they promote school spirit, put 
on dances, sell white canes for 
the blind, and collect toys for 
needy children. 
Miss Mahan 
said they also perform such ser­ 
vices as helping at a clinic and 
supporting an orphan in Italy. 
The men’s dubs have a limit 
of 15 members each; the wo­ 
men’s clubs, 30, the students 
said. 
Foreman discussed the in­ 
terest clubs, which he said, are 
open to all students who want 
to share an interest or hobby. 


He also felt that if a service 
d u b was. going to be of .service, 
anyone should be able to join 
w ho wanted to and was willing 
to work. 
Kohn said his d u b func­ 
tioned more efficiently with a 
smaller group.

The Mill Valley City Council 
laet night decided to hire a 
apecial patrolman to handle the 
marled morning and afternoon 
traffic problem at Tamalpais 
High School. 
The action was taken after 
the council received a letter 
from student body officers of 
the .school pledging coopera­ 
tion in the matter, but declin­ 
ing, for reasons of safety, to at­ 
tempt control by student cross­ 
ing guards. 
Even the council members 
were not in agreement on how 
the situation should be handled. 
The council directed. City 
Mgr. A. E, Aimer ants to seek 
employment of a uniformed 
traffic officer who would work 
only during the peak hours of 
traffic—from about 8 to 8:30 
a.m. and about 3 to 3:30 p.m. 
Meanwhile, the council di­ 
rected that a regular Mill Val­ 
ley city policeman be stationed 
there until the special patrol­ 
man can be hired'. 
In addition, the council ap­ 
peared to agree to but did not 
act on a suggestion by Council­ 
man Joseph Sheeks that the 
patrolman now used for meter 
collection, m ain ten an ce and 
traffic ticket writing be used 
at the Miller avenue high school 
crossing during those hours. He 
waa told the man is not on duty 
in the morning. Then Sheeks 
insisted ho be used in the aft­ 
ernoon. The matter, apparently, 
was left up to Almcrants. 
Two weeks ago the council 
was told Police Chief James P. 
McGowan doubted that he could 
apare a man during the rush 
hours. The council then decided 
to put it up to the students. 
Last night they read a letter 
from student government lead­ 
ers which tossed the m atter 
back to the council. 
The letter said the student i 
leaders are “in complete sym -! 
pathy"" with the problem, and, 
“pledge complete cooperation.; 
but beiieve the situation too' 
dangerous to put it up to the 
students only.”

Stans told reporters before 
flying back to Washington that 
because of the steel strike and 
lower steel company profits, 
“the odds are swinging again,st 
a balanced budget” this year. 
‘The recoupment ef steel 
profits probably will come 
largely in calendar 1960,” 
Stans .said, adding that the re­ 
sulting increase, in, tax revenue 
to the government would come 
in the next fiscal year, rather 
than this year. 
INCREASED SPENDING 
Stans said “bulton** increases 
In federal spending pointed to 
an increase erf" about two bil­ 
lion dollars in expenditures 
during the next fiscal year. 
Thus, he said it seemed highly 
unlikely that the government 
could come up with an over­ 
all budget that did not reflect 
this increased cost. 
The size of the military bud­

The theater, undergo­ 
ing repairs from an earlier fire, 
was leveled. The loss was es­ 
timated at $200,000. 
York said the boy also admit­ 
ted starting a fire at a school, 
a vacant house and in several 
vacant lots. 


Committees Formed For Study 


Of Crime, Delinquency In Marin 


Six committees to study areas 
of crime and delinquency pre­ 
vention in Marin were organiz­ 
ed last night by the newly 
formed Marin County Council 
for Prevention of Crime and 
Delinquency, 
The council, which held its 
second organizational meeting 
at San Rafael High School, was 
established by the board of di­ 
rectors of the Marin Council 
of Community Services at the 
request of the county board of 
supervisors.

tion by governmental and so­

agencies;

3. Prevention measures now 


in operation; 
Ralph Phelps, 
chairman. 
4. What is the present ap­ 
proach to the legal and social 
responsibility of the parent or 
guardian? 
5. Publicity concerning de­ 
linquency and juvenile offend­ 
ers. 
6. Problems constituting ma­ 
jor offenses; Louis G. Freitas, 
chairman. 
The committee asked Nicho­ 
las Suntzeff of the Family Serv­ 
ice Agency and County Proba­ 
tion Officer Walter D. Busher 
to present in detail for study a 
case of repeated involvement 
with the law. 
David Fogel, county Juvenile 
Hall supervisor, was asked to 
present a tape-recording made 
by youths at the hall on what 
they think are causes of de­ 
linquency. 
When none of the 36-mem­ 
ber council requested to be on 
the committee concerning pub­ 
licity on delinquency and de­ 
linquents, a discussion began 
of merits of newspapers’ print­ 


ing or not printing the names 
of juvenile offenders. The coun­ 
cil agreed that this is an im­ 
portant area for study. 
Whether a new spaper prints 
such names is a matter of pol­ 
icy made solely by owners and 
editors of the newspaper. 
The council asked the com­ 
mittees to meet at least once 
before the next general coun­ 
cil meeting on Jan. 27 at 8 
p.m. at the teachers’ cafeteria 
at San Rafael High School.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
A Few Words 96 Years 
Ago Long Remembered 


Just 96 years ago today the President 
of the United States mounted the po­ 
dium at the dedication of a 17 acre 
national soldiers’ cemetery. He had 
been invited to ‘formally set apart these 
grounds to their sacred use by a few 
a ppropri at e re m arks.' * 
As his secretan' noted in his diary, 
“the President, in a fine, free way, with 
more grace than is his wont, said his 
half dozen words of consecration/’ 
Those words still live today. 
The 
place was Gettysburg; the President, 
Abraham Lincoln, whose 150th birthday 
anniversary we are observing this year. 
The words: 


Four score and seven years ago our 
fathers brought forth on this continent, 
a new nation, conceived in Liberty, and 
dedicated to the proposition that all men 
are created equal. 
Now we are engaged in a great civil 
war, testing whether that nation, or any 
nation so conceived and so dedicated, 
can long endure. 
We are met on a great battle-field of 
that war. We have come to dedicate a 
portion of that field, as a final resting 


place for those who here gave their lives 
that that nation might live. 
It is altogether fitting and proper that 
we should do this. But, in a larger sense, 
we can not dedicate— we can not conse­ 
crate— we can not hallow— this ground. 
The brave men, living and dead, who 
struggled here, have consecrated it, far 
above our poor pow er to add or detract. 
The world will little note, nor long 
remember what w e say here, but it can 
never forget what they did here. It is 
for us the living, rather, to be dedicated 
here to the unfinished work which they 
who fought here have thus far so nobly 
advanced. 
It Is rather for us to be here dedicated 
to the great task remaining before us— 
that from these honored dead we take 
increased devotion to that cause for 
which they gave the last full measure of 
devotion— that we here highly resolve 
that these dead shall not have died in 
vain— that this nation, under God, shall 
have a new birth of freedom— and that 
government of the people, by the peo­ 
ple, for the people, shall not perish from 
the earth. 


Out Of The Gulf Of Alaska 
The Gulf of Alaska is the laboratory 
in which Marin County's storms are 
brewed. Old Mother Nature grabs some 
warm, moist air from the China Sea 
which w as sent north and kept warm by 
the Japan Current. Into this she whips 
some freezing winds from Siberia. 
This stirs up quite a storm, complete 
with howling winds and heavy rains. 
Then she sends it our way to give us our 
•much needed winter precipitation. The 
Gulf of Alaska might be said, quite 
properly, to be the mixing bowl of Cali­ 


fornia's weather. 
Our eyes are once again turned north­ 
ward in anticipation of a storm and rain. 
There is something quite dramatic and 
exciting about following a storm down 
the coast, Will it turn inland and miss 
us? Will it peter out or hit hard? Will 
it be mostly wind with little rain, or vice 
versa? Or will it be strong on both! 
During the coming months the atten­ 
tion of weather-conscious Marinites will 
be focused on the Gulf of Alaska — 
where our storms are made.

Let me illustrate the nature 
of w’hat’s happened. 


SUPPOSE P U B L I H E R S 
permitted the advertisers to 
acquire control of the princi­ 
pal content of the newspapers 
and suppose, thereby, t h e y 
printed the wTorst possible 
comics, many of them degrad­ 
ing, in the first pages and al­ 
lowed a few news reports to 
appear in the 
back. 
That 
would be the equivalent of 
what sponsors and advertisers 
and networks have allowed to 
happen on TV. 
If there were only enough 
newsprint so that the govern­ 
ment could license only four 
national newspapers, with a 
few local papers, publishing 
a little local news, scattered 
across the country’, you would 
have in the newspaper busi­ 
ness what you have in the 
television business. 
This is why the first step 
toward adequate reform is for 
the networks to require and 
for the sponsors to be willing 
to accept the proposal of Phil­ 
ip Cortney, president of Coty, 
Inc., for a “Hands-Off-Enter- 


tainment Code.” 
Until such a code is a stand­ 
ard part of the sponsor-adver­ 
tising agency - network con­ 
tract for the purchase of TV 
and radio time, we can know 
that the networks have not 
learned their lesson, that they 
like things just as they are, 
that they are not prepared to 
take responsibility for their 
own industry, that no ade­ 
quate reform is in prospect. 


BUT THIS IS only the be­ 
ginning of reform. This would 
only mean that the networks 
would be re-possessing t h e 
control of their own industry 
w'hich they never should have 
yielded. What counts is what 
they do w’ith this authority in 
behalf of better programming 
after they reacquire it. 
I cannot escape the convic­ 
tion that just so long as the 
exclusive source of income for 
the television industry is from 
the sponsor, wrhose main ob­ 
jective is to acquire the larg­ 
est mass audience to sell to be 
catering to the lowest com­ 
mon denominator in taste and 
morals, there will be l i t t l e 
prospect of adequate reform 
in programming. 
It seems to me that the prin­ 
ciple on which newspapers 
operate should be applicable 
to at least part of the TV in­ 
dustry. That principal is that 
the newspaper readers pay 
part of the cost of the product. 
This is the case for pay-as- 
you-see television and the case 
is stronger today than ever.

‘Tin. thinking of killing ray- 
self,.” a. mother writes, 4‘be­ 
cause I’m responsible for my 
baby’s death. 
“He was a bottle baby. 
I 
was busy and, instead of hold­ 
ing him while he ate, I prop­ 
ped the bottle in the corner 
of his crib. 
It kept falling, 
so I tied it with a string. While 
I was gone something happen­ 
ed to the nipple. When I came 
back my baby had choked to 
death. Please warn others not 
to feed their babies this way. 
Will God ever forgive me? 
Please help me!” 
I’ll try. You must ask your 
doctor to refer you to a friend­ 
ly, understanding psychiatrist, 
Your grief is too much. 
You 
shouldn’t try to cope with it 
alone. I can tell you that other 
mothers have done the same 
thing, without tragic results. 
But it won’t help. 
Please don’t think again of 
suicide. Instead, get help. You 
can find forgiveness. Don’t de­ 
lay. 
I’m 
glad 
to 
warn 
other 
mothers not to feed tiny babies 
as you did. Propping the bot­ 
tle or tying it is dangerous in 
two ways. 
One is the possibility of 
choking. 
The flow' of milk 
sometimes increases unexpect­ 
edly.

EL TORO, Orange County Ufl 
—The sign outside the 42-year- 
old building reads: 
“El 
Toro 
General 
Store. 
Friendly service — paints — 
sundries — notions — hard­ 
ware — dry goods. If you don’t 
see it, ask for it.” 
Jet fighters from a nearby 
air base roar low overhead, and 
less than a mile away traffic 
hums back and forth over the 
busy lanes of the Santa Ana 
freeway. 
Inside the store, 
though, 
there’s a different atmosphere 
—the calm, peaceful clutter of 
the old-fashioned general store. 
The general store may be as 
outdated as the cracker barrel. 
But there’s one group of peo­ 
ple who don’t know about it: 
Bill Burrow’s customers. 
‘‘There’s not more than 
two or three general stores 
left in Southern California,” 
said Burrows, leaning on the 
counter of the El Toro post 
office. It’s in the store. And 
Burrows is the postmaster. 
I bought the store 13 years 
ago when I got tired of the city. 
I was the manager of a f i ve­ 
an d-10 variety store in East 
Los Angeles, and I was tired 
of it. I wanted to get back to 
the country. I was raised a 
country boy.” 
B u r r o w s brought his 14 
years’ experience in big-city 
merchandising to the operation 
of a store which still stocked 
gold panning pans, harness 
snaps, and kerosene lanterns. 
And he still stocks them today, 
too. 
“There are some prospectors 
up in the hills who still look 
for gold,” said Burrows, indi­ 
cating the Santa Ana Moun­ 
tains behind El Toro. 
“And there are plenty of 
horse owners herabouts. But 
you know who buy most of 
the lanterns? City folks,, Sun­ 
day driven, who want some­ 
thing

for

homes.” 
There are about 50G people 
living around El Toro, a cross­ 
roads village 60 miles southeast 
of Los Angeles. Some of the 
residents are ranchers, some 
work in the nearby feed mill, 
and some are servicemen sta­ 
tioned at El Toro Marine Air 
Base.

pie into well people. 
It was his way of dramatiz­ 
ing that medical science does 
not know much about a mys­ 
terious, intangible something 
in the relations between some 
physicians and some of their 
patients which helps the lat­ 
ter to get well regardless of 
what the doctors do about 
their illnesses. 
This, he said, was “the place­ 
bo effect.” In a limited sense, 
a placebo is any medicine 
which a physician prescribes 
merely to please a patient.

Medical science hasn’t gone 
nearly far enough in seeking 


an understanding of all the ina 
and outs of “the placebo ef­ 
fect,” he continued. So far, 
studies have been limited large­ 
ly to reactions to drugs. Evalu­ 
ations of all therapeutic meth­ 
ods should be made with “the 
placebo effect” in mind. 
This applies especially to psy­ 
chiatry, said Shapiro, who is 
a psychiatrist and who was ap­ 
plying a provocative needle to 
medical science in the technical 
organ of the American Psychi­ 
atric Assn. 
He appealed to all medical 
men to stop shying away from 
thorough and deep studies of 
“the placebo effect.” He cited 
medical men who compiled a 
catalogue of drugs in Paris 100 
years ago. In this catalogue, 
they said: 
“What pledge can be af­ 
forded that the boasted rem­ 
edies of the present day will 
not, like their predecessors, 
fall into disrepute and in 
their turn serve only as a hu­ 
miliating memorial of the 
credulity and infatuation of 
the physicians who recom­ 
mended and p r e s e r 1 b e d 
them?”
